Honeroxa, 26th January, 1904 - 
“Tuere isa-certain amount of news which 
goes to Shanghai about affairs in South 
China which never reaches’ Hongkong. 
That it is news in the best sense of the word 
is improbable. A point to be noticed about 
it is ‘that it is invariably hostile. to the 


Chinese Government, and hence we may 
‘infer that it is despatched to the Shanghai 
native papers (about whose sentiments 
toward the central’ authorities at Peking 
there is no doubt) by those who are classed 
together us“ Refurmers”. Now with the 
real Reform purty in China we have every 
sympathy and trust one day to see tliem 
triumph in their crusade against, the abuses 
of. government in their native country, But 
it.must be recognised that under the shelter- 
ing name of Reformer there are in China, 
especially in the South, many disreputable 
-elements, who by their clin tu the name 
only bring ‘discredit’ upon the _ sincerer 
members of the party. Judging by the 
quality of the mass of information which 
reaches Shanghai from Canton with regard 
to disturbances in the Kwany provinces, 
‘tauch of it must be supplied by the less 
reputable “ Reformers,” At any rate. it is 
very aingular that even in Hongkong, a hot- 
bed of Reformers, one does not hear so 
many startling stories of Imperial reverses 
and notable rebel successes. It is true that 
within the past fortnight thera have been 
tumours in ‘this Colony of threatening 
symptoms on the neighbouring mainland of 
China, and even of another projected China 
New Year atiempt, But of u new out. 
break in acute form of the Kwangsi revolt 


bourhood we have no trustworthy intimation, 
Our Cunton correspondent in his letter of 
the 2tst ‘ins:ant mentioned the growing 
persistence of storica of au Tunperial defeat ; 
but it is hardly credible that, nothing more 
than tea-house rumours should have got to 
Cauton by now, lad any serious mishap 
oceurred to the Government forces, Viceroy 
Sues continues in Canton, practically on 
the sick list, and rumours about his return: 
ing to Kwangai are quite vague, which could

Pang Lung was charged 

his infant danghter, at 
vamebui, in the New Territory, which was 
romnpded for the purpose of socurang the wife 
of tha defeudant, was resumed ut the Magintracy 
yesterday, when the name of Cheung Suu Fuy,. 
the wife, was added to the charge. 

Sergeant Gerrard, sworn, deposed that on 
tho night of the 16th inst. s man was brought 
to the Police Station at Sawshui by Indien 
Constable 644 Ho bronght o basket in whick 
was a female infant. ‘i'hree-qu -rters of an hoar 
after it was brought in the infout died. Doctor 
William Hunter, medical officer in charge of 
the Public Mortuary, sworn, deposed that be 
examined tho body of a Chinese female infant, 
aged about 10 days or so. ‘The body was in 
a stato of extreme filth, ond bad soveral 
braisis on it, ono in particular being 
over the right eye. Thero were signs in the 
nock of attempts at strapgutation, ‘The child 
was vory emaci:ted and presened a shrivelled- 
up appearance. On opening the body it was 
found that the org:ns Were ausric, and tho 
stomach, with theexception of « small quantity 
of Yuid, was empty. ‘Lhe intestines were atrep- 
hied, Witners caine to tho opinion that the 
cause of death was due to marasinut, brought 
about by negl-ot’ and. starvation. Tho braises 
on the bedy might have been caused by o fall or 
belug dropped. The child had apparently been 
kept without food almost from-ita birth, There 
wore no signs of any constitational disense

A SUSPICIOUS CASE. 

Cheong Kwok Fong, the priacipal of the 
Kwong Ubeong Hing shop, in this port, has 
been arrested on suspicion ot being in leagua 
with the pirates, and his shop closed by ordor of 
the sub-prefact of Limchow. The ciroum- 
stanags in.connection with this casa werd- such’ 
that strong suspicion lies against the prisoner, 
and it has been the principal topic of convorsu- 
tion for the last few days, especially amongst 
the native merchants. ee ie that a junk 
Jaden with cow-hides and other sundries had 
been attacked by pirates ot o placa called Si 
Kong on the 2nd instant. The pirates, besides 
plandoring all the goods on board, seized threa 
out of the five men— the ownerr of the goods, 
The remaining two reached here on the 3rd 
instant to. roport the piracy, when they 
discovered that about one . hundred _ hides, 
bearing their marks, wero stored in Kwong 
Choong Hing's aw The shop-keepor. was 
noonsed at once of receiving stolen goods 
und of. being in league with. the’ pirates, 
open which he pleaded ignorance, but 

roposed to remmuerato the tro men for tho 
leer they hare sustained through - the piracy. 
The two men farther ssked him.to got tho 
release of their thres companions who had been 
seized by the pirates, This was also promised 
them, but before the promises could be fulfilled 
the corpses of the theve missing men were 
reported ‘to have bodn seen floativy in the 
harbour near the scene of tho piracy. Without 
further patleying the offended partics com- 
municated the matter to the authorities, and 
the result was the urrest of the principal of the 
shop, which was effected at Limchow, and his 
shop: here was seized and sealed up by order of 
the eub-prefect, The prisoner ta now awaiting 
hia trial, at which important disclosures are 
expected,
